10 cows and a -three year old bull 
about two months ago. 

They are now well over it, and are 
really improved in appearauce. I 
aball finish op my cows and yearl¬ 
ings about the 1st of April,some 30 
head beside those already dehorn¬ 
ed. I shall close* by saying that on 
a trip last spring te and through 
Kansas. I know a great many de¬ 
horned cattle of all ages, and met 
with a gentleman (a farmer and 
stock raiser who was a Pocahontas 
boy—Dick Edmlston, son ofJss. 
Kdmiston, dec’d.) He emigrated to 
Kan. directly after the war, and has 
been in the dhhorning business for 
a length of time. From him I learn¬ 
ed the process, and l am indebted 
to him for hie interest in my w*L 
fsre while his guest.
